OF BOOSTING LOCAL BUSINESSES 


Shock survey on 
Barry shops leads 
to a plea for Vale 
Council assistance 


A SHOCK new 
survey shows that 
the vacancy rate 
on shopping 
streets in Barry 
has increased by 
more than five 
times in a 12- 
month period. 

Figures released by 
the British Property 
Federation showed that 
between June 2008 and 
June 2009, the vacancy 
rate had gone up from 
1.88 per cent in the peri¬ 
od to 10.3 per cent. 

The town was ranked 
the fifth worst in Wales 
in the survey. 

Dr Ian Johnson, the 
Plaid Cymru candidate 
for the Vale in the next 
general election, told 
The GEM : “This is a 
very disappointing 
report but it reflects 
what we've been seeing 
in Barry over the last 
year. 

“The Welsh Assembly 
Government has been 
doing its bit for small 
businesses, organising 


free advice sessions 
around Wales and pro¬ 
viding £20m of automat¬ 
ic business rate relief 
this year. 

“Wales is actually the 
first part of the UK to 
provide this service to 
businesses, cutting down 
on red-tape and paper¬ 
work. 

“In addition, the One 
Wales Government has 
lowered this year’s busi¬ 
ness rates to help busi¬ 
nesses cope with the 
recession, saving Welsh 
businesses £24m this 
year, and has also set up 
a £150m investment 
fund for small business¬ 
es.” 

Dr Johnson insisted 
that for the economy to 
fully benefit from the 
measures, local input 
was required. 

He went on to say: 
“However, this strategy 
needs to be supported on 
the ground by the Vale 
Council, who should be 
forward-looking, rather 
than just reacting to 
events. 

“The credit crunch 


doesn’t just hurt busi¬ 
nesses that already exist, 
it is also stopping people 
setting up their own 
businesses. 

“The Vale Council 
should have a strategy to 
‘seed’ new businesses in 
Barry to keep the town 
centre vibrant and busy 
and to develop entrepre¬ 
neurship, as well as 
attracting investment 
from outside.” 

Regional Tory AM 
Andrew T Davies said 
the Labour - Plaid 
Assembly Government 
should follow the Welsh 
Conservatives’ policy 
on business rate relief. 

VACANT 

Reacting to the sur¬ 
vey, he commented: 
“This is clearly concern¬ 
ing news for the local 
economy in the Vale. 

“These figures repre¬ 
sent a massive increase 
in the number of vacant 
premises on the high 
streets. One in ten high 
street shops is now 
vacant. 

“While the picture 
across south Wales is 


very similar, the reces¬ 
sion does seem to have 
hit Barry particularly 
hard. 

“I will continue to 
encourage Labour-Plaid 
in the Assembly to enact 
the Welsh Conservative 
policy of introducing 
business rate relief. 

“We would introduce 
a £53m scheme to 
exempt companies with 
a rateable value of 
£10,000 or less from 
paying business rates, 
with tapered relief for 
firms worth up to 
£15,000. 

“Such a policy would 
be of considerable bene¬ 
fit to retailers and small 
traders across the Vale 
and help them meet ris¬ 
ing costs. 

“Small businesses, 
such as those on the high 
street, are the lifeblood 
of the Vale’s local econ¬ 
omy and can help us 
emerge from the reces¬ 
sion.

The Vale has had 58 years 
without a woman as MP! 


L ABOUR’S women-only shortlists are 
a solution, not a problem. As a mem¬ 
ber of the Labour Party, and one who 
has absolutely no wish whatsoever to remain 
anonymous, I find it a very positive step that 
for the first time since 1951, the former 
Barry constituency will have a female 
Labour candidate. 

The voters of Barry returned Dorothy Rees as the 
first south-east Wales woman MP in history in 1950.

Empire. 

Dorothy Rees was required to step forward only 
when there was a shortage of male candidates due to 
post war conscription, and 58 years is a long time to 
wait.

When we went to 
press on Wednesday 
(August 12), the num¬ 
ber of votes that had 
been cast was not big - 
a total of 68 - and we 
certainly did not claim 
any great statistical sig¬ 
nificance. 

However, the run¬ 
away majority, at 60 
per cent of the vote, 
were male voters saying 
that they did not 
approve. 

Indeed, 22 per cent 
of the female voters 
also did not approve. 
That left a mere 18 per 
cent who were content 


(10 per cent male, eight 
per cent female). 

So, what happened 
after The GEM hit the 
streets on Thursday 
morning? 

Well, by noon on 
Friday, there had been a 
rush of votes, and sud¬ 
denly the biggest group 
of voters were men who 
DID approve. 

The total of votes 
cast had jumped to 147, 
and now there were 61 
votes (41 per cent) 
from males who said 
they were content. On 
Wednesday, remember, 
there had been just 


seven votes registered. 

Men who disap¬ 
proved had been pushed 
down to 35 per cent. 

The pattern among 
female voters had 
changed very little, 
with six per cent 
approving, and 18 per 
cent disapproving. 

The GEM is reluc¬ 
tant to draw any con¬ 
clusions from this vot¬ 
ing pattern. There is, 
we acknowledge, noth¬ 
ing for example, to stop 
supporters of rival 
political parties voting 
to make mischief. 

Consequently, we 
suspended the poll on 
Monday at noon.

He added: “However, 
many of them separately 
need support in order to 
survive the current 
downturn. I hope the 
Labour-Plaid 
Government will urgent¬ 
ly consider this proposal, 
especially in the light of 
these disturbing find¬ 
ings.” 

Rob Quick, the Vale’s 
director of environmen¬ 
tal and economic devel¬ 
opment, said: “The 
council has worked hard 
over the years to revi¬ 
talise Barry Town 
Centre. More than 
£10m has been spent in 
renovating the Town 
Hall, Central Park and 


King Square, and £2.4m 
was recently spent in 
major public realm 
improvements along the 
length of Holton Road 
itself. There are also 
excellent free car park¬ 
ing facilities in the town 
centre. 

“The closure of 
national firms such as 
Woolworths is a UK¬ 
wide trend and, in com¬ 
mon with many town 
centres throughout the 
UK, the loss of such 
firms will present major 
challenges to the com¬ 
petitiveness and future 
of Barry. 

“During the economic 
and retail downturn, the 
council will continue to 
build on its investment 
in the town centre and 
will work with retailers, 


both existing and new, in 
investment that has been 
spent in Barry. In this 
respect I am aware that 
the former Woolworths 
shop unit, which repre¬ 
sents a large proportion 
of vacant retail floor- 
space in the town centre, 
is currently under offer. 

“In addition a Tesco 
Express store is due to 
open next month on land 
which was formerly 
owned by the council. 
The new store will cre¬ 
ate added vitality to the 
western end of Holton 
Road. Negotiations are 
also taking place with 
property owners in the 
town centre with regard 
to potential grant aid 
towards the external 
refurbishment of retail 
premises.”

Police in appeal 
after Barry 
daylight robbery 


SOUTH Wales 
Police in Barry are 
investigating a day¬ 
light robbery of a 
31-year-old local

The victim was walk¬

The suspects (both 
white) were described 
as: Suspect one - aged 
aged 20 to 21-years-old 
and about 6ft tall. He 
was of medium build, 
with a shaved head of 
very short cropped 
mousy brown hair and a 
goatee beard. He was 
wearing a red 
Manchester United foot¬ 
ball top with grey track- 
suit bottoms and white 
trainers. 

Suspect two - aged 20 
to 21-years-old, about 
5ft lOins, of medium 
build with short dark 
hair which was parted in 
the centre (his hair 
looked wet, possibly 
gelled).

The stolen PSP was 
black and featured a 
number of games, 
including Need for 
Speed, Medal of Honour, 
Splinter Cell and Grand 
Theft Auto Rainbow 6. 

After committing the 
robbery, the men fled 
towards Merthyr Dyfan 
Road. 

Det Sgt Mark O’Shea 
of Barry CID said: “This 
was an extremely har¬ 
rowing incident for the 
victim, and we will do 
everything we can to 
bring the criminals to 
justice. 

“If anyone knows 
either of the two sus¬ 
pects described, or has 
any information, they 
should contact the police 
immediately.

St Athan defence 
college gets boost as 
contract is signed 


The Metrix consor¬ 
tium is pointing to 
a new contract, 
signed with the 
Ministry of Defence 
(MoD), as proof 
that the Defence 
Technical College 
(DTC) development 
is still on course. 

A £31m contract, part 
of the Defence Training 
Review (DTR) Package 
One PFI project, has 
been signed, and it will 
see the Metrix consor¬ 
tium, the preferred bid¬ 
der for the project, take 
the first steps toward 
providing improvements 
to the UK Armed 
Forces’ technical trade 
training. 

The Early Training 
Transformation (ETT) 
contract is a package of 
work designed to intro¬ 
duce improvements to 
key elements of the 
Armed Forces’ specialist 
training programmes. 

Vale MP John Smith 
said: “This is great news 
for the area and Wales. 
This latest news follows 
the move to the St. 

Athan site of the MoD 
team which will manage 
the project, the planning 
submission for the 
St.Athan project to the 
Local Planning 
Authority in May, and 


the MoD’s recent deci¬ 
sion to provide nearly 
£43 million to under¬ 
write the cost of essen¬ 
tial works linked to the 
DTC.” 

Metrix will use 
Raytheon, a principal 
member of the Metrix 
consortium and a lead¬ 
ing US technology com¬ 
pany specialising in 
defence, homeland secu¬ 
rity and global training 
services, as the main 
sub-contractor to do the 
work in this area of the 
project. 

A Metrix spokesman 
said: “Training 
Transformation is a vital 
part of delivering the 
DTR Package One proj¬ 
ect. It involves rigorous 
analysis of current train¬ 
ing against what is 
known as MoD’s 
‘Operational 

Performance Statement’, 
or the standard a service 
person must be capable 
of achieving in their 
operational role. 

“It also involves har¬ 
monising training across 
all three Services, as 
well as promoting the 
application of the latest 
training methods and 
media, such as interac¬ 
tive computer-based 
courseware, while pre¬ 
serving essential tradi¬ 
tional training ele¬ 
ments.” 


He added: “A wide 
reaching and complex 
training transformation 
programme has always 
been an essential ele¬ 
ment of the project.” 

Commenting on the 
contract Dr David 
Anderson, the managing 
director of Metrix 
Training, the training 
delivery arm of the 
Metrix consortium, said: 
“Metrix is delighted to 
be awarded the ETT 
contract. 

“It is a significant 
vote of confidence from 
the MoD in the consor¬ 
tium’s ability to begin to 
introduce improvements 
to training delivery. 

“The colleges which 
today deliver vitally 
important specialist 
training for the UK 
Armed Forces offer 
more than a thousand 
different courses each 
year. One thing they all 
have in common is that 
they turn out some of 
the world’s best trained 
military personnel. 

“This one fact must 
be at the forefront of the 
minds of the Metrix 
training design teams as 
they work on enhancing 
the courses.” 

Brigadier Tony 
Harking, the leader of

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NEWS FROM PENARTH AND DISTRICT RAMBLERS 

Marking the spot where poor 
little Tommy Jones fell 


A FTER peri¬ 
ods of heavy 
rainfall dur¬ 
ing the week, Peter 
Clark was lucky 
with the weather 
for his mountain 
walk recently, 
which began from 
Cwm Gwdi 
Training Camp, 
hidden away deep 
in the valley on the 
northern side of the 
central Beacons 
range. 

Six keen walkers 
joined him for what 
promised to be a chal¬ 
lenging walk from the 
valley bottom to join the 
ridgeway leading to 
Cribyn, which stands at 
795 metres (2,608 feet 
above sea level) and 
from there across the 
central Beacons range. 

Underfoot on the 
open moorland, condi¬ 
tions were wet and 
muddy which made the 
going fairly difficult at 
first, before they began 
the gradual climb up the 
Bryn Teg ridgeway that 
would lead them 
straight to the summit of 
Cribyn. 

This was two miles 
of hard, uphill slog, fol¬ 
lowed by a couple of 
hundred metres of stiff 
steep scrambling to the 
top. 

Breathless and tired, 
the group were reward¬ 
ed by great panoramic 
views and a stop for 
lunch during which a 
comment was overheard 
from one of the group: 
“I’ve just found the 
spoon for the yoghurt - 



it’s in my sandwich!” 

Refreshed, the group 
then headed for Pen y 
Fan, at 886 metres 
(2,906 feet) the highest 
mountain in south 
Wales, and this involved 
a descent of 130 metres 
followed by a climb of 
220 metres. 

That maybe doesn’t 
sound a lot, but the 
group were very grate¬ 
ful when they reached 
the peak of Pen y Fan 
and a friendly 
Dutchman stopped to 
take the group photo¬ 
graph. 

Then it was time to 
move on to Corn Du at 
873 metres (2,863 feet) 
and after all the hard 
climbing that had pre¬ 
ceded, this seemed more 
like a gentle stroll! 

Leaving the glorious 
views behind, the group 
headed downhill to pass 
the Tommy Jones 
memorial stone bearing 
the inscription: ‘This 
obelisk marks the spot 
where the body of 
Tommy Jones aged five 
was found. He lost his 
way between Cwmllwch 
Farm and the Login on 
the night of August 4, 
1900. After an anxious 
search of 29 days, his 
body was found on 


September 2.” 

On his way to visit 
his grandparents and 
having stopped at the 
Login, now a ruin 
(where soldiers were 
encamped for training at 
the nearby rifle range) 
for refreshments, his 
father remained behind 
while Tommy and his 
cousin Willie ran on 
ahead to Cwmllwch 
Farm. The boys parted 
further on as Tommy 
wanted to return to his 
father and he did not 
return. 

The family, police, 
soldiers and members of 
the public searched in 
vain and when his body 
was found some 29 days 
later, it was at a height 
of 2,250 feet up the 
mountainside, some 
1,300 feet above the 
Login. 

Tommy had died 
from exhaustion and 
exposure, but it is hard 
to credit how a small 
five-year-old boy could 
climb to such a height, 
over difficult terrain in 
the dark. 

Passing the dark, 
brooding Llyn Cwm 
Llwch below, the group 
made their way down¬ 
hill into the valley and 
returned to their start.

Vale community 
buildings to get 
a big cash boost 


THREE community groups in 
the Vale are among 48 in Wales 
that will benefit from the 
Welsh Assembly Government’s 
Community Facilities and 
Activities Programme (CFAP). 

The CFAP is a grant scheme avail¬ 
able to help support community or 
voluntary organisations provide facil¬ 
ities or carry out activities which will 
promote the regeneration of commu¬ 
nities.

As your Education 
Minister in the Welsh 
Assembly Government, 
this is a time when I am 
here to support our 
young people, their fam¬ 
ilies and their schools as 
they receive the results 
and plan their futures. 

Joining the students at 
Coleg Gian Hafren on 
results day, provides me 
with the opportunity to 
publicly congratulate 
young people and adult

Family is behind 
marathon cycle ride 
for Bridgend unit 


A LOCAL woman 
is urging people to 
get behind her hus¬ 
band, who is cycling 
from Land’s End to 
John O’Groats to 
raise funds for a 
Bridgend palliative 
care unit.

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Appeal after 
fatal collision 
near St Athan 


Rhoose family’s 
touching tribute 
to ‘popular’ man 


‘A MAN who had 
time for everyone 
and was very popu¬ 
lar’ - that was how 
the family of a 
Rhoose man, who 
was killed while out 
walking his dog, 
has paid tribute to 
him. 

Mr Gary Turner died 
following a road traffic 
collision in the village 
late on Thursday 
evening, August 13. 

In a tribute, his family 
said they would remem¬ 
ber him as someone with 
a love of life. 

The family said: “Our 
brother Gary Turner was 
tragically taken away

from us and will be 
greatly missed by all he 
left behind, especially 
his partner, his children, 
nieces and nephews. 

“He was a well 
known character in the 
village and loved life 
and anything to do with 
the outdoors. 


“He had time for 
everyone and was very 
popular and will be 
greatly missed by every¬ 
one who knew him.” 

A police spokesman 
said: “The collision hap¬ 
pened at around 
10.20pm on Thursday, 
August 13 in the cul-de- 
sac at Murlande Way, 
Rhoose, when a green 
Daewoo Lanos car was 
in collision with a male 
pedestrian who was 
walking his dog in the 
area at the time. 

“We are appealing to 
anyone who witnessed 
the collision or the 
movements of the male 
walking his dog prior to 
the collision, to contact 
us on 101.” 


A 27-year-old man 
died at St Athan on 
Friday, August 14, 
following a road 
traffic collision. 

The incident took 
place on the B4265 at 
12.50pm. 

A police spokesman 
said: “An articulated car 
transporter, which was 
travelling in an easterly 
direction, was in colli¬ 
sion with a Vauxhall van 
which was travelling in 
the opposite direction. 

“The 27-year-old 
male driver of the 
Vauxhall van, who was 
from the Hengoed area, 
suffered fatal injuries 
and was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

“The 43 year old male 
driver of the car trans¬ 
porter, who was from the 


Gloucester area, has 
been assisting police 
with their enquiries into 
the collision.” 

The road was closed 
for many hours while a 
forensic examination of 
the scene was conduct¬ 
ed. 

A family liaison offi¬ 
cer is supporting the 
dead man’s family 

The police spokesman 
added: “We are appeal¬ 
ing to witnesses to the 
collision or to people 
who may have seen the 
driving of either vehicle 
beforehand.” 

Witnesses are asked 
to contact the Serious 
Collision Investigation 
Unit on 101 or 
Crimestoppers on 0800 
555 111. 


Police in Bridgend and the Vale 
offer a fresh pledge to the public 


POLICING in the 
newly re-organised 
Bridgend and Vale 
division was the 
subject at a com¬ 
munity liaison 
meeting recently, 
where councillors 
were told about a 
new pledge to the 
public. 

Supt Liane James 
spoke to members of the 
Vale Council’s commu¬ 
nity liaison committee, 
and outlined the 
‘Policing Pledge’ that 
was adopted from 
December 31, 2008. 

She said that there 
were four key pillars 
covered by the pledge: 

• Fairness, dignity 
and respect. 

• Community engage¬ 
ment and consultation. 

• Contact manage¬ 
ment and response. 

• Victim, witness and 
customer care. 

Supt James high¬ 
lighted a number of 
examples where “nega¬ 
tive encounters” with the 
police had affected satis¬ 
faction levels but she 
said that poor behaviour 
and attitudes within the 
force were being 
addressed. 

The force expected 
to continue to give 
opportunities to meet 
with the police through 
Neighbourhood Policing 
Teams, PACT, panel 
meetings, surgeries and 
mobile stations. 

PACT priorities 
detailed how they were 
decided, who was con¬ 
sulted, how long they 
would run for and what 
progress had been deliv¬ 
ered. 

Members of the com¬ 
mittee congratulated 
Supt James on her 
assessment of the cur¬ 


rent police service. She 
indicated that recent 
crime figures were the 
lowest for 20 years but, 
as the public still did not 
feel safe, it was how 
best to communicate this 
information to provide 
reassurance. 

She was asked what 
was the current position 
with regard to recruit¬ 
ment and retention, as 
Community Police 
Service Officers seemed 
to change regularly, just 
as they were beginning 
to know an area. 

She replied that 
CPSO positions tended 
to be a‘feeder’ for per¬ 
sons wanting to join the 
Police Service. For this 
reason, it would be very 
difficult to deny a good 
CPSO the opportunity 
for progression, and 
could fail to manage 
their career expectations 

Another questioner 
said that involvement in 
PACT had earned 
respect for the work of 
local officers. Was 
there a commitment 
from Police to keep this 
going? 

Supt James said that 
feedback had indicated 
that PACT meetings 
could seem a little tired 
with the same people 
involved all the time. 

There was a commit¬ 
ment to keep PACT 
going, but new initia¬ 
tives would be consid¬ 
ered and recently, the 
police had visited a local 
care home to engage 
with a different part of 
the community. 

Inspector Mark Taylor 
confirmed that there had 
been lots of work on the 
front line within the area 
and in May and June 
2009 there had been 42 
arrests and many 
seizures of drugs. 

He also pointed to 
improved statistics com¬ 
paring the April, May, 


June quarter in 2008 
compared with the same 
period in 2009, where 
reported crime had fall¬ 
en. 

Burglary had fallen 
from 96 cases to 73, a 
fall of 24 per cent. 

Robbery had gone 
from nine to four. Car 
theft had fallen from 64 
to 56, a drop of 22 per 
cent. 

Theft from cars had 
gone down from 19 to 
15, a fall of 24 per cent. 

Finally, assaults and 
other crimes had 
dropped from a high 
point of 195 to 75, a fall 
of 60 per cent! 


Exercises carried out 
at Barry Waterfront had 
led to nine vehicles 
being seized, 66 ASBO 
referrals and the issue of 
80 fixed penalty notices 
for parking offences. 

The recently intro¬ 
duced exclusion orders 
to prevent the drinking 
of alcohol in public 
areas at Barry Island, the 
Waterfront and parks 
appeared to be working 
well. 

South Wales Police 
had recently carried out 
operations at gateways 
into the Vale area and 
this seemed to have sent 
out the right message as 


criminal incidents had 
decreased significantly 
at Culverhouse Cross 
since this time. 

A questioner referred 
to a recent PACT meet¬ 
ing that had taken place 
and what seemed to be 
an overly defensive 
response of councillors 
to a matter raised by a 
resident. 

Insp Taylor indicated 
that councillors’ atten¬ 
dance at PACT meetings 
tended to be spasmodic 
due to their other com¬ 
mitments but their input 
was always welcome, 
and generally attendance 
had improved.

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Police plan to protect 
golf club this summer 


POLICE are carry¬ 
ing out a summer 
campaign to protect 
a Vale golf club 
from school holiday 
vandals. 

South Wales Police 
are investigating a num¬ 
ber of incidents of anti¬ 
social behaviour and 
criminal damage at 
Wenvoe Castle Golf 
Club - all since the 
beginning of the school 
summer break. 

The criminal damage 
has included flags being

AFTER months of prepara¬ 
tion, Team Sri Lanka 09 set 
off on the long journey from 
Barry Comprehensive 
School to Sri Lanka, known 
as the tear drop of India. 

This was the second visit by stu¬ 
dents and staff from Barry 
Comprehensive, working in partner¬ 
ship with the UK-based charity, 
Help Lanka. 

Mr Prickett and Miss Allen from 
the geography department accompa¬ 
nied seven sixth form students to the 
Bentota region to develop new links 
with a school and an orphanage for 
boys. 

Barry Comprehensive pupils and 
their parents, along with the local 
community, were hugely supportive 
of the visit and we owe thanks to 
everyone who donated resources, 
time and money. We would particu¬ 
larly like to thank Holton Road AFC 
and Barry Island Primary for their 
donations of sports kit. 

Team Sri Lanka are also very 
grateful to the staff and pupils at 
Horrowala Junior School and 
Jayasignha Home for Boys, who 
made us feel very welcome and 
embraced us and our ideas with 
enthusiasm. 

We are committed to the long¬ 
term partnership between Barry 
Comprehensive and schools in Sri 
Lanka and are already planning a 
return visit next July. If you would 
like to know more about Help Lanka, 
visit the Help Lanka website, 
www. helplanka. co. uk. 

Here are some of the team’s 
thoughts and feelings following the 
trip: 

“We were working in a different 
region this year to widen our impact 
in the country but a highlight for me 
was returning to Maliadewa 
Vidyalaya (our original partner 
school) to visit the staff and pupils. 

“The laptops we donated last year 
were being put to good use by a 
grade 11 accounting class, a new art 
class had been created and the grade 
5 class sizes had been reduced. 

“Horrowala School is a small jun¬ 
ior school near Bentota. The 200 
staff and pupils made us feel 
extremely welcome and were very 
keen to share their culture with us. 
The school’s dance teacher and 
grade-7 girls taught us a Sinhala 
dance, which we then performed to 
the whole school on the last day. 

“The boys meanwhile were 
developing a passion for rugby 
under the guidance of Team Sri 
Lanka. 

“Overall, we shared aspects of 
our culture and learned a lot from 
each other!”

“Sri Lanka 09 really gave me the 
opportunity to embrace a different 
culture and a chance to make a dif¬ 
ference in the lives of Sri Lankan 
children less privileged than our¬ 
selves. The most rewarding part of 
the trip was visiting the local boys’ 
orphanage where we could actually 


see ourselves making a difference to 
the children’s lives by playing sports 
with them. 

“A special experience for me was 
face painting one of the orphans, 
Sanka, who really seemed to benefit 
from our visits. 

“Over the two weeks we were all 
able to see Sanka come out of his 
shell.

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Make sure you are prepared for television’s 
new digital age and the big ‘switchover’! 


THE DIGITAL TV 
age is upon us - so 
what exactly does 
that mean? 

The digital TV 
switchover is the process 
of turning the UK’s ana¬ 
logue TV signal and 
replacing it with a digital 
one. 

The switchover is a 
Government policy and 
in the long term means 
that almost everyone in 
the UK will be able to 
receive digital TV 
through an aerial 
(Free view). 

There are major bene¬ 
fits for viewers in going 
digital - more TV chan¬ 
nels, new features such 
as on-screen listings, 
interactivity, audio 
description, more subti¬ 
tling for people with 
hearing problems, and 
additional channels and 
services including broad¬ 
band. 

The switchover 
affects any TV that 
receives its signal from 
an aerial. 


If you use an aerial it 
will receive its signal 
from a transmitter in the 
UK - there are more 
than 1,150 transmitters 
organised around 80 
transmitter groups that 
will switch to digital one 
by one. Each group has 
a main switchover trans¬ 
mitter and local relay 
transmitters. 

Prior to switchover, 
local relay transmitters 
are only able to transmit 
an analogue signal; after 
switchover it will be dig¬ 
ital and the number of 
channels will increase 
from five to 20. 

It is important that 
you understand which 
transmitter you are 
watching - your 
switchover date depends 
on that transmitter. 

If you are watching a 
main transmitter you 
will receive more than 
40 digital channels. If 
you are watching a relay 
transmitter you will 
receive around 20 chan¬ 
nels. 

If you go to www.digi- 


taluk.co.uk you can put 
in your postcode and 
check when the 
switchover will take 
place in your area. For 
example, CF63 - Barry 
- will have a two-stage 
switchover in March 
2010 from the Wenvoe 
transmitter. 

The first stage of the 
switchover is to pur¬ 
chase a Freeview box. 
You may need someone 
to set it up for you, or 
you may be able to do it 
yourself. 

If you need help, the 
companies on this page 
will be able to set you 
up. 

You do not require a 
new television. 

By checking at 
www.digitaluk.co.uk you 
can compare services 
with a digital options 
table. 

Nearly all TV sets can 
be converted to digital 
with a digital box. Took 
for the digital tick logo - 
if a product has it, it is 
designed to continue 
working after the 


switchover. 

You will need to con¬ 
sider all the TV equip¬ 
ment in your home when 
preparing for switchover. 

How many TVs do 
you have in your home? 
Consider every TV set 
that you want to contin¬ 
ue watching. Any TV 
left unconverted will not 
work after switchover. 

Most rooftop aerials 
and some set-top aerials 
will be fine after 
switchover. If you 
decide to get a service 
like Freeview, BT Vision 
or Top Up TV, you can 
check your aerial by vis¬ 
iting the aerial test on 
Teletext page 284. 

If you decide to get 
your digital TV service 
from Sky TV, Virgin 
Media, Freesat from Sky 
or Freesat on all the TV 
sets in your home, you 
won’t need an aerial. 

How much does 
switching cost? 

Switching to digital 
doesn’t need to be 
expensive. The price will 
vary depending on the 


digital choices you 
make. 

The things to consider 
are: 

• The number of TVs 
in your home you 
choose to convert. 

• Whether you 
choose to pay one 
upfront cost or pay 
monthly for a subscrip¬ 
tion service.

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Drinks crackdown by 
Barry Island police 


THE creation of a 
Designated Public 
Place at Barry 
Island is already 
proving a success, 
according to the 
neighbourhood 
policing team 
responsible for the 
area. 

PCSO Wayne Chant 
said that there is a 
marked improvement in 
the public’s behaviour 
when they visit the area. 

However, he said that 
some people still try and 
ignore the official desig¬ 
nation as an alcohol free 
area. 

Last week, he confis¬ 
cated a large quantity of 
alcohol from a group of 
youths who had travelled 
to Barry Island by train 
from the south Wales 
valleys. 

He said: “We regular¬ 
ly patrol the beaches and 
public areas on Barry

Island, and will not tol¬ 
erate any breach of the 
designated alcohol 
exclusion zones. 

“We have taken the 
details of the youths who 
brought alcohol with 
them to Barry Island, 
and will be following 
this up. 

“There are plenty of 
signs indicating the new 
alcohol exclusion zones, 
and we will continue to 


police them efficiently. 

“While the majority 
of people are sensible 
and considerate, there 
are a few who gather to 
drink alcohol and act in 
an anti-social manner, 
and these people will 
find the police taking a 
firm line. 

“We want people to 
enjoy themselves 
responsibly when they 
visit Barry Island, but if 


they engage in anti¬ 
social behaviour they 
will be arrested and 
charged.” 

PC Dave Barrett, 
licensing officer for the 
Vale of Glamorgan said: 
“Police and Police 
Community Support 
Officers have the power 
to confiscate and dispose 
of alcohol being con¬ 
sumed within the drink¬ 
ing exclusion zones in 
the Vale. 

“If a person fails to 
comply with the request 
given by the police offi¬ 
cer or a PCSO, a Fixed 
Penalty Notice of £50 
can be issued and an 
Anti Social Behaviour 
referral submitted. 

“Police Officers also 
have the power to arrest 
and charge, and report 
for su mm ons where the 
penalty can be increased 
to £500.”

Action film fails to convince Screen Talk 

G.I. JOE? TRY G.I. OH NO! 


A S the 

TRANSFOR 
MERS fran¬ 
chise continues to 
gobble up money 
left, right and cen¬ 
tre like a particu¬ 
larly hungry 
Devastator, it only 
proves the theory 
that toys equal big 
bucks. 

The latest plastic col¬ 
lective to try their luck is 
GI Joe in GI Joe: The 
Rise of Cobra. We see 
the story through the 
eyes of Duke (Channing 
Tatum), a soldier carry¬ 
ing a biological weapons 
package who is attacked 
by a mysterious group of 
individuals. 

Duke and his col¬ 
league Ripcord (Marlon 
Wayans) are rescued by 
the group known as GI 
Joe, and take the 
weapons, created by 
James McCullen 
(Christopher 
Ecclestone), back to 
their base. However, 
McCullen isn’t quite 
what he seems, and is 
intent on stealing back 
the weaponry for his 
own maniacal ends, 
assisted by The Baroness 
(Sienna Miller)... 

There seems to have 
been a whole lot of 
things poured into GI 
Joe - explosions, huge 


set-pieces, CGI effects, 
muscle men and not- 
unattractive women. Yet 
sadly, the only things 
missing are the key 
ingredients that actually 
make a film good, with 
elements such as plot, 
decent acting, logic and 
a strong script taking a 
back seat to Stephen 
Sommers’ expansive- 
yet-ludicrous direction, 
and the result is a film 
that is dumber than a 
coach load of Paris 
Hiltons. 

Now there is the argu¬ 
ment that summer 
releases such as these 
should only concern 
themselves with specta¬ 
cle, that things such as 
dialogue and character 
motivation are just nec¬ 
essary evils that are side¬ 
lined by the big bangs 
that undemanding audi¬ 
ences enjoy. 

Yet the success of the 
likes of The Dark Knight 
have attested to the fact 
that Hollywood need not 
make blockbuster films 
that appeal to the lowest 
common denominator 
a fact that has been 
ignored by the makers of 
GI Joe. 

There is barely a 
smidge of intelligence 
invested in this film, a 
lazy mess that feels 
shoddy, lackadaisical, 
and utterly worthless. It 
is a film that lacks any

redeeming qualities 
whatsoever, a feeble 
attempt at creating a 
new franchise, and one 
that has the hallmarks of 
a film prefaced with the 
phrase ‘A film by 
Stephen Sommers’. 

Despite it being only 
10 years since he first 
came to prominence 
with The Mummy, since 
then Sommers has per¬ 
fected the art of making 
films as unintelligible as 
possible, complete with 
dialogue that is plain 
awkward and an over¬ 
reliance on computers 
creating action 
sequences. The weak 
Mummy Returns and Van 
Helsing are prime exam¬ 
ples of this, yet com¬ 
pared to GI Joe, the lat¬ 
ter in particular resem¬ 
bles a minimalistic art- 
house film in compari¬ 
son. 

It isn’t that Sommers 
lacks the basics of direc¬ 
tion, more that he seems 
comfortable only when 
conjuring up explosions 
and bangs than paying 
attention to the minutiae 
of storylines. Much like 
that famed lover of gold¬ 
en sunsets Michael Bay, 
he is a director who is 
technically proficient, 
yet so over reliant on 
cliche that he’ll never be 
taken seriously by more 
discerning film goers. 

Here, he simply 
rehashes elements from 
other films, the lairs of 
the two groups feeling 
like rip-offs of Ken 
Adams’ bold sets for the 
likes of You Only Live 
Twice, while the climac¬ 
tic underwater battle has 
more than a faint whiff 
of the Death Star battle 
at the end of Star Wars: 
A New Hope. 

With a script by the 
inconsistent Stuart 
Beattie, along with sto¬ 
ryline input from 
Sommers, and the equal¬ 
ly inept David Elliot, 
you have the basis of 
something so woeful that 
Sommers’ poor direction 
merely exacerbates the 
numerous issues that 
affect the film. 

With some of the 
most woeful lines of dia¬ 
logue heard this year 
(after ordering a woman 
out of a lift, The 
Baroness adds “Nice 
shoes”), coupled with a 
nonsensical plot that 
seems to have borrowed 
liberally from Team 
America (a satirical 
comedy on American 
foreign policy remem¬ 
ber), it’s hardly surpris¬ 
ing the film plumbs such 
depths.

Acting-wise, you have 
some very good actors 
severely slumming it, 
and seemingly treating 
the film with the disdain 
it deserves. Channing 
Tatum may be tipped to 
be one of the many ‘next 
big things’ but here he’s 
as dunderheaded a hero 
you could have with a 
performance to match. 

With the likes of 
Marlon Wayans, an 
unrecognisable Joseph 
Gordon Levitt (who 
looks oddly like the late 
Michael Jackson) and 
Sienna Miller, all failing 
to justify why the occu¬ 
pation of actor is on 
their passport. 

While Miller and 
Rachel Nichols enjoy a 
push-up-bra contest, 
Jonathan Pryce, 
Christopher Ecclestone 
and Dennis Quaid all put 
in the minimum amount 
of effort required and 
offer absolutely nothing. 

It’s apt that in a film 
based on a toy range, the 
performances are the 
epitome of plastic banal¬ 
ity. While the 
Transformers appear to 
be going from strength 
to strength (despite the 
last film’s similarly 
dodgy reception), this is 
one franchise that should 
be melted down, no 
questions asked. 

VERDICT - The low¬ 
est of the low, GI Joe: 
The Rise of Cobra is an 
absolute disaster of a 
film. Useless perform¬ 
ances from a cast who 
appear not to be both¬ 
ered, a script that 
appears to have been 
written by idiots, and yet 
more unsubtle direction 
from Stephen Sommers, 
adds up to a complete 
waste of time. 

Fans of the franchise 
should get their old toys 
out and make their own 
film; it will be infinitely 
better than this pile of 
rubbish. Avoid at all 
costs.

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HAS SEARCH FOR A STAR FINALLY ENDED? 


COWBRIDGE pupils ended the Cardiff & the 
Vale Schools track and field season on a high 
note by winning the boys’ team competition and 
finishing fourth in the girls’ section. 

For the last 30 years, the year-7 championships have 
been held as a long, all-day event for boys and girls, usu¬ 
ally at Jenner Park and starting at 10am and fin ishing at 
5pm. 

Following problems at the 2008 championships, it 
was decided this year to split into separate afternoons for 
boys and girls and the change seemed to work well. 

In the boys’ events, it was interesting to see a possible 
solution emerging to a long-standing Cowbridge prob¬ 
lem. The Messrs Williams - the now retired Hugh and 
the still contributing Gian - have long expressed their 
disappointment that they have been unable to unearth a 
quality sprinter. 

Not since the days of ginger-haired Neil Powell in the 
‘90s have they had a boy who can make his mark at 
Cardiff & the Vale level, or beyond, over 100 metres. 

It is very early days, but in George Griffiths they may 
have found one. In the second half of the meeting, after 
the relay heats and some of the field events, the young 
Griffiths won his 100 heat easily, clocking 13.4 seconds 
into a 1.7 metres head wind, and then went on to take the 
A final in 13.2 seconds, but aided with a following wind. 

That A final provided Cowbridge with 29 of their 225 
team points, with Griffiths claiming 17 for his win and 
team-mate Harry Dowell-Bennett adding another 12 for 
his fifth place. 

There was further success for young Griffiths in the 
field where he won the long jump with a leap of 4.67 
metres, and claimed third place in the high jump thanks 
to a clearance at 1.40 metres. In the last event of the day, 
he ran a leg for the Cowbridge team which won the A 
relay final. 

There were four more Vale winners. After his fifth 
place in the 100 metres, Harry Dowell-Bennett contest¬ 
ed the shot, in which he finished seventh, and the discus, 
which he won with a best throw of 22.47 metres, while 
his team-mate Josh Thomas was the fastest of the 48 
boys who competed in the 800 metres t im e-trials. 

Llantwit had two winners, Hugo Billington in the shot 
and Ben Brown in the 1,000 metres walk. 

The Vale girls matched and almost bettered the boys’ 
performances. 

In Chelsea Siirak, they had arguably the top sprinter 
in action. In the first half of the meeting, the Bro 
Morgannwg pupil was easily the top 200 metres runner, 
winning her heat with the fastest time (29.2) of the day 
and taking the A final in a slightly slower 29.5. 

In the 100 metres, after the relay heats, she won her 
heat in 14.8 and was first to finish in the A final but was 
disqualified. She bounced back to help the Bro 
Morgannwg quartet to win the A relay final. 

The two middle distance time-trials were dominated 
by girls who had represented Cardiff & the Vale district 
at last February’s Welsh Schools National cross-country 
championships. 

In the 800, Cowbridge pupils had the two fastest 
times, with Jordan Carpenter winning and Annabel 
Curie, who won the high jump at 1.35 metres, finishing 
second, while Kate Coker (Stanwell, 5:29.7) was faster 
than Erin Hayes (Llantwit, 5:34.1) over 1,500 metres. 

On the field, in addition to Curie’s victory in the high 
jump, there was success in the throws for Ellis Auclas (St 
Cyres, 17.50m) in the discus and Danielle Dakin-Weston 
(Llantwit, 19.82) in the javelin. 

In the team competitions, mention must be made of 
one other performance. In finishing third in the boys’ 
section, St Cyres produced its best result for many years. 

All the pupils, who won events at these two champi¬ 
onships, are due to receive their awards at the Cardiff & 
the Vale Schools’ Track & Field Presentation Evening, 
which will be held at Cardiff High School on Tuesday, 
September 8, starting at 7pm.
